TORONTO, Sept. 2.—That the Brit- 
ist manufacturer must establish Can- 
adian branch factories if he desired 
to secure a permanent market for his 
goods in the Dominion, was stated by 
T. A. Hooker, industrial agent of the 
Canadian National railways with head 
quarters at London, Englond. At 
these factories either finishing work 
on British made goods take place 
or the complete article manufactured 
according to Canadian standards and 
design 

“Past exper'ence has indicated.” 
Mr. Hooker continued. “That the Brit- 
ish«manufacturer in a general way 
must adopt a new plan of merchand- 
ising if he is to build up a big ex- 
port trade with Canada and it will be 
necessary for him either to produce or 
finish his article in a Canadian planié 
using Canadian workmen under Can- 
adian management. Canadian distrib- 
uting agencies should handle the goods 
which must conform to Canadian 
ideal of style. 

Mr. Hooker intimated that such a 
plan would no doubt involve time but 
that the Canadian business man could 
assist in its development by co-oper- 
ation with British manufacturers re- 
presentatives stationed in Canada. i 

After spending several months in 
eastern Canada in a study of oppor- 
tunities in Canada for British indus- 
tries Mr. Hooker will leave shortly for 
Winnipeg to continue his inspection of 
trade conditions in Western Canada

Pleasant Little Thing 

Anna was Moran's girl. They lived 
at Brielle, N. J. Nobody outside of 
the underworld knows just what An- 
na knew—just what information she 
sad that made her so dangerous, She 
was marked for death; “put on the 


spot.” Probably nobody will ever know 
the details of her terror-stricken 
flight about tho city.

THE EMERGENCY SESSION 

Parliament has been called to meet 
in emergency session on Monday, Sep- 
tember 8, to consider ways to create 
work for idle men. Beyond what he 
said during the election campaign, Pre- 
mier Bennett has given no hint as to 
what these measures are to be. 

Recalling the campaign promises, it 
may be supposed that a project for the 
construction of a national highway will 
be announced, that federal assistance 
will be offered the provinces in road- 
building, and that a more or less ex- 
tended program of other public works 
will be brought down. 

One other inference may be drawn 
from the election speeches of the Pre- 
mier. He declared very emphatically 
that neither by voice nor vote would he 
be a party to introducing a “dole’’ sys- 
tem in Canada. Unemployment insur- 
ance, it is to be gathered from this, will 
not be an item in the list of remedial 
measures. 

Whatever parliament may do in the 
way of constructing public works, such 
means can be only palliatives. The evil 
cannot be cured by such expedients, 
though it may be relieved if the expen- 
diture is in keeping with the platform 
pronouncements of the Premier. 

The real betterment of employment 
conditions will have to come about 
through a revival of publie confidence, 
an enlargement of private investment, 
ond a speeding up of industry and trade. 
What the Government has to propose 
that may induce this quickening of pri- 
vate enterprise is a matter of more im- 
portance than the number of millions 
of taxpayers’ money it may pour out 
in the effort to tide over the immediate 
difficulties.

To Reduce Maternal Mortality 


Recommendations Made b

Care

+ LONDON, Eng., Sept. 2,.—A plea for 
drastic measures to rediice maternal 
mortality was made recently by Mrs 
Stanicy Baldwin, wife of the ex- 
premier. “Can nothing be done,” she 
added, “to rouse the public sense on 
this question? Woe are told that the 
total mortality is approaching 4,000 a 

r, and it is admitted not less than 

lf are preventable. Each year we 
are told that more and more mothers 
die at a ttme when they are fulfilling 
their highest duty to the state, 

“I appeal to my fellow-countrymen 
and countrywomen to realize the urg- 
ency of this problem, and to insist 
that drastic measures are taken to re- 
duce the number of unnecessary 
deaths.” Further evidence of the 
startling wastage o: women’s lives in 
childbirth is furnished by the report 
of the ministry of health committee 
on maternal mortality. 

The committee says: Our finding is 
that of the cases of death brought 
under our notice not less than one- 
half were preventable. The commit- 
tee, whicli was appointed in 1928, with 
Sir George Newman as chairman and 
Dr. Jane Turnbull as secretary, con- 
sisted of some of the most eminent 
medical men and women of_the day

The committee points out that 
ante-natal care “the quality of the 
supervision given leaves. a good deal 
to be desired.” Many women do not 
tealize the need of ante-natal exam- 
fmation; instances are given of women 
who have refused to attend clinics 
especially planned to help them. The 
patient herself is often her own worst 
enemy, whether from ignorance or 
apathy, {ill-health or prejudice, etc., 
and until she is able and wiiling to 
co-operate with the doctor and nurse, 
attempts to assist her can never be 
fully effective.” 

The committee makes four recom- 
mendations :-— 

1—Better opportunities for the ade- 
quate education of the medical stu-

AS vegetables come into the market 
in greater variety and abundance, the 
“vegetable plate’ dinner becomes 
more important. The skillful use of 


many vegetables during late summer 
makes for both economy and health. 


There are several important fac- | 


tors that must be kept in mind when 
planning vegetable _ meals, The 
structure of vegetables, the method 
‘of cooking and serving, and the food 
| values of the various vegetables chosen 
|must be considered, Contrast of flavor 
and color should influence the choice 
as well as the method of cooking and 
serving. If one vegetable is to be 
served creamed, let another be served 
plain with butter, another grilled or 
browned, and a third in the form of a 
croquette, timbale or fritter. 

While all tables contain at 
least a trace protein, it is not 
enough to keep up the balance in the 
body between the giving out and the 
lintake of energy. Vegetable protein 
is of poorer quality than that found in 
|other sources. Nuts, eggs, cheese and 
milk can be introduced into vegetable 
plates in such a way that the proper

PRETORIA, South Aitica.Every 
day makes it more haaardous to own a 
dog, in this country at any rate, De 
cision in a recent case gave immense 
damages to two families who claimed 
that a man’s dog got in the way of 
a motorcycle and so caused the death 
of several children 

In another instance a woman of 
54 sued the owner of an Alsatian dog 
for damages for a bite. She gave 
evidence that after the bite she be- 
came seriously ill and exhibited grave 
nervous symptoms, being indisposed 
for a considerable time, though shiv 
had now apparently made a complete 
recovery The magistrate accepted 
her evidence, but disallowed damages 
for shock and its affects as being too 
remote On appeal, however, the 
Court said that as the shock and its 
affects were clearly the direct result 
of the bite, damages on that ground 
should be included. And damages f 
the bite, for the shock and its ef- 
fects, and for medical attention were 
assessed at the sum of about $750, 
for which judgment was eritered with 
costs.
